He itot In 
touch with Chief of Police Mackey and 
ihe house was located as a rooming 
iiouse St Third and PridRe. 

Fsellng certain that the KIchmond 
Va., sweetheart would write to Armen- 
trout Chief Mackey, Sheriff Lydnor 
and the looal policemen surrounde<l 
(he boarding house Friday night about 
iho time the L. et N. train arrived, all 
the other officers being In hiding exr 
cept Chief Mackey, who stood on the 
coraer of Bridge and Third streets.
